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SALT Beyond Minuteman 


The storm now brewing over the next 
Soviet-U.S. Strategic Arms Limitation Treaty 
—SALT-2—tums on something the techni- 
cians call “Minuteman survivability.” It 
means quite simply that toward the end of 
the proposed eight-year agreement, the 
Soviet Union is expected to acquire the 
theoretical ability, In a first strike, to de- 
stroy most of the United States’ 1.000 Jand- 
based Minuteman missiles. That would wipe 
out the most important and reliable arm of 
the U.S. “triad” of retaliatory forces (bomb- 
ers 2nd submarine missiles are the others). 
The vulnerability of the Minuteman missiles 
in their underground silos has been pre- 
dicted repeatedly in the past without mate- 
rializing. But, the experts now agree, the 
wolf is finally approaching the door. 

Should the United States sign an agree- 
ment that falls to head off this Soviet 
ability? Critics, who ssy they will block 
Senate ratification unless the projected 
treaty is improved, are chiefly concerned 
about the reaction of European allies of the 
United States. Perceiving a shift in the 
nuclear balance in Moscow’s favor, those 
allies may lose faith in Washington's guar- 
antee of nuclear protection—the pledge to 
strike first with strategic nuclear weapons, 
if necessary, in the event of an all-out Soviet 


τ conventional attack. A fearful NATO, the 


critics believe, would invite Soviet politicai- 
military blackmail and the “Finlandization” 
of Western Burope. 


κα 


The Carter administration argues that the 
Sovlet threat would increase, not diminish, 
if SALT falls and an unrestricted arms race 
resumes. Th2 pending deal would not only 
pat a cap on the missile buildup but would, 
fur the first time, both reduce missile num- 
bers and slow down the qualitative arms 
race. It would buy time and commitment 
from both sides to negotiate more drastic 
curbs in SALT-3. 

Minuteman vulnerability, in any event, 
appears unavoidable ultimately, even though 
the projected agreement would limit hoth 
sides to the same total number of missiles 
and bombers and remove the Soviet numer- 
teal advantage conferred by SALT-1. For 
the Russians are gradually replacing their 
single-warhead missiles with a new genera- 
tion of more accurate missiles bearing mul- 
tiple warheads (MIRVs). The United States 
invented the MIRYV, then tested and deployed 
it, starting in 1968-70, despite congressional 
and other warnings that the much larger 
Soviet missiles, once equipped with multiple 
warheads, would ultimately threaten U.S. 
security. This hawk 15. now coming home 
to roost. 

In a single-warhead era, two Soviet mis- 
siles would have to be expended for high 
confidence of destroying one Minuteman— 
a price no attacker would want to pay. But 
MIRV permits two Soviet missiles—each 
carrying six to eight large hydrogen bombs 
aimed at widely separate targets—to destroy 
five or six Minutemen. On paper, therefore, 
8 minor part of the Soviet strategic forces 
predicted for 1982-84 would be able io 
destroy 80 to 90 per cent of the Minutemen. 
That would leave Moscow with great nuclear 
superiority and the United States, the night- 
mare goes, deterred from retaliating with its 


surviving Minutemen, bombers and sub- 
marine missiles. 


To head off this danger, President Carter's _ 


arms control proposals last March tried to 
constrain the number of multiple-warhead 
land missiles Russia could deploy and, mean- 
while, severely limit their flight tests to slow 
down improvements in acouracy. Thus’ it 
was thought that the survivability of Minute- 
man could be extended until at least the 
late 1980s. But the approach failed. 

Some members of Congress argue that the 
administration should stand ‘fast on its 
March vroposals. But the Pentagon has 
since come to doubt that even those limita- 
tions would be anywhere near drastic enongi 
to extend the life of Minuteman signifi- 
cently. In this circumstance, some critics 
are concentrating their fire on SALT~-2’s 
projected limitations on three possible and 
Jess vulnerable Minuteman successors: mo- 
‘pile land missiles (such as the MX), the Tri- 
dent-2 suémarine missile and the long-range 
Cruise missile. 

The administration replies that these lim!- 
tations will be in effect for only three years, 
not the full elght years of the SALT treaty, 
and would not retard development and de- 
ployment schedules now planned. - If, as is 
quite possible, subsequent negotiations fail 
by 1981 te promike diminution of the threat 
to Minuteman, all U.S. options would be 
open. 

A Pentagon study of these options is now 
under way. Minuteman could be defended 
by anti-ballistic missiles (ABMs), or be put 
on wheels to eliminate the target, or be 
Teplaced by another mobile missile on land 
or sea,.or be supplemented by one or more 
less vulnerable systems, such as the Cruise 
missile. None οἱ these options provide: a 
perfect answer: Mobile land missiles would 
pose serious verification problems and ABMs 
would require agreed revision of SALT-1. 

By far the most stable solution would be, 
by agreement, gradually to replace MIRV on 
both sides with single~-warhead missiles, as 
has been suggested independently by two ex- 
perts who usually disagree, Prof. Herbert 
York and Paul Nitze. The worst answer 
would be to match the Soviet Union's first- 
strike ability with the ‘ig, mobile MX land 
missile. The $35-dillion MX program wauld 
trigger a new round of warhead expansion 
on both sides and, more serious, push the 
world further toward “crisis instability.” 
With ἃ first-strike capability on both sides, 
the fear in a crisis that the other side was 
about to shoot first could precipitate dis- 
aster. The U.S. aim should be not to match 
the Soviet first-strike threat but to seek to 
‘eliminate it. 

There is time for that, even if it should 
become necessary to live for a few years with 
@ Minuteman that is, on paper, vulnerable. 
The difficulties of a first strike against 
1,000 targets half a world away are so enor- 
mous that Moscow could hardly be confident 
of success or of avoiding massive retaliation. 

Meanwhile, the SALT-2 agreement now 
emerging and the projected negotiations for 
more drastic cuts in SALT-3 are indispen- 
sable to curb the Soviet-U.S. arms race and 
to maintain momentum toward a more 
stable relationship. 
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United Nations vs. Namibia 


In a burst of anti-colonial innocence a 
decade ago, the United Nations designated 
the South-West Africa People's Organization 
as “sole” representative of the people of 
South-West Africa, the South African colony 
known to the international community as 
Namibis. Just why the United Nations 
anointed SWAPO, then as now just one of 
ἃ number of nationalist organizations com- 
peting for power, we do not know. We do 
know, however. that the UN's cholce seems 
to be the chief obstacle standing between 
Nemiblans and a freely chosen government 
of their own. 
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SWAPO. whose power base is in the 
Ovambo tribe in northern Namibia, runs 
guerrilia operations out of southern Angola. 
It wants the credit for expelling South 
Africa, which took over Namibia under a 
Leagme of Nations mandate In 1920. Mostly, 
it wants power. SWAPO has demonstrated 
this by persuading Tanzania and Zambia to 
imprison ‘hundreds of its dissidents and by 
resisting the idea of free electlons—evidently 
it fears to lose. Five Western nations (the 
Five") have been trying to negotiate the 
transfer of power to an elected government. 
But—here Is the sticking point—Pretoria will 
not withdraw its troops or let. them be 
“neutralized” by a UN presence, so that fair 
elections can be conducted, unless SWAPO 


makes similar concessions, and SWAPO is 
not bending. 

It 15 widely accepted that South Africa has 
No right to be in Namibia at all. But the 
fact is that Pretoria is finally preparing the 
territory for self-determination. Apartheid 
is being demolished. ‘Multiracial political 
organizations are arising. SWAPO’s friends 
insist that South Africa is trying to steer 
Namidia, which it doth milks and maintains, 
teward an economic and political system 
congenial to its own interests. But what 
state does not want friendiy and stable. 
neighbors? The crucial test should be 
whether, if “the Five” fail to draw in the 
externally based SWAPO, South Africa will 
arrange 8 free and fair “internal” transition 
to independence. The answer should be 
imown soon. 

The problem is the United Nations. The 
South Africans are offering externally based 
SWAPO forces the opportunity to participate - 
peaceably in the political process. The 
United Nations should encourage SWAPO to 


. test that offer, provide ἃ presence during 


elections to ensure that SWAPO gets 2 fair 
shake ant! pledge to respect the outcome of 
free elections no matter how they come out. 
Or does the Dnited Nations intend to sponsor 
an armed attack on 2 government more 
freely chosen and representative than that 
of perhaps nine-tenths of its own members?

After Magellan’s men 
discovered the Spice Islands, the 
Portugues> (σαν enough, for 
Magellan was working for Spain 
at the time) kept everybody else 
ont of the nrea by such ingentous 
devices as distributing false 
charts of the adjacent seas de- 
sigued to lead any rival to ship- 
"rock rather than to nutmegs. 
The Dutch dislodged th: Por- 
tuguere in the 1660s, destroyed 
three quarters of the trees in 
the islands to leave them only 
en these easiest to delend, and 
applied the death penalty to any- 
ene caught trying to smugule out 
plants. 

Plants Sabctaged 

A French explorer 2nd, later, 
administrator, Pierre Polvre, tried 
ta get hold of young nutmeg 
trees or seeds from Dutch ter- 
ritory from 1739 to 1756, when 
he had to return to France, 
Without success, The political 
fortunes of the times brought 
him back to France's Indian 
Ocean islands in 1767, aad hy 
1773, when he left pgaln, he 
had suceceded in obtaining both 
and planting them on the 
island of Mauritius. But it 
was not until 1780 that the 
first French nutmegs reached 
Paris. The Dutch monopaly 
had been broken,
